Proposed  Bylaws  Amendment 

Club  Meeting  Day  Change 

Club  member  Mabel  Reichman  brought  up  an  idea 
at  the  July  meeting  that  she  will  bring  to  the 
September  meeting  as  a  formal  proposed  amendment 
change.  Mabel  suggests  that  we  change  the  Club 
meeting  from  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month  to 
the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month.  Her  suggestion 
is  based  on  the  fact  that  several  Club  members  play 
bingo  at  the  Rec.  Center  earlier  in  the  day  on 
Tuesday  and  are  often  too  tired  to  participate  in  both 
bingo  and  the  Club  all  on  the  same  day.  Other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Club  expressed  the  idea  that  the  Club  has 
developed  a  tradition  of  meeting  on  the  second 
Tuesday  and  that  regardless  of  other  conflicts,  25-50 
people  attend  the  monthly  meetings. 

This  proposed  bylaws  change  is  the  first  for  the 
Club  since  we  adopted  our  new  bylaws  in  1997.  The 
process  is  as  follows:  The  proposed  amendment  will 
be  presented  to  the  Club  in  written  form  at  the 
September  meeting.  It  will  be  read  to  all  members 
attending  (and  will  appear  in  the  next  issue  of  the 
Park  Bell).  Members  will  discuss  the  proposed 
amendment  at  the  September  meeting  and  again  at 
the  October  meeting.  At  the  October  meeting,  we 
will  vote  on  the  amendment.  Several  Club  members 
asked  that  the  voting  be  by  paper  ballot.  We  can  do 
this  easily.  The  votes  will  be  counted  and  the  results 
announced  promptly  at  the  October  meeting.

August  was  an  active  month  on  the  area’s  crime 
scene.  There  were  3  assaults,  3  thefts,  3  auto 
break-ins  and  18  other  crimes  in  the  area  (many 
outside  the  Park).  Most  notable  was  a  drunken 
break-in  in  the  400  block  of  Justin  early  in  the 
month  (fortunately  no  one  was  hurt),  vandaliz¬ 
ing  the  islands  on  College  late  in  the  month  and 
a  “pigeon  drop”  scam  perpetrated  on  an  elderly 
woman  on  Mission  Street. 

The  scam  is  worth  noting.  An  elderly  woman 
was  approached  by  a  woman  who  claimed  to 
have  just  found  a  large  packet  of  money.  The 
woman  then  told  the  victim  that  she  would  split 
the  money  with  her  if  she  would  just  obtain 
S5000  of  “good  faith”  money  from  her  own  bank 
account.  Two  additional  suspects  then  got 
involved  in  the  scam,  a  “courier”  and  a  “bank 
manager.”  The  victim  turned  $5000  of  her  own 
money  over  to  the  first  suspect,  who  promptly 
fled.  The  elderly  woman  is  now  poorer  and  the 
scam  artists  are  long  gone.  The  lesson  here  is 
that  if  it  sounds  too  good  to  be  true,  it  IS  too 
good  to  be  true. 

Report  all  suspicious  activity  to  the  Police.  If 
it’s  not  an  emergency,  contact  our  Police  liaison, 
Officer  Kaprosch  at  553-1603.

President  Ramey  said  that  the  Annual  Park  Picnic  will  be 
on  Sunday,  September  20.
